(a) In the States of South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, Florida, Missis- 
Sippi, Arkansas, Louisiana, North Carolina, Tennessee, and Kentucky all 
meal not allocated by July 5 shall be turned back to the mills by issuing ae 
a certificate showing the processor as the designated buyer and reporting coe 
promptly to the AAA regional director the amount so turned back, os 


(>) In all other States any meal not allocated by July 5 shall be re~ 


turned by wire on July 5 to the appropriate AAA regional director. (State 
tons, kind of meal, vrocessor's name, plant location. ) ; 


Certificates of designated buyer, certificates of compliance where appli- 
cable, and shipping instructions must be furnished the processor by mid- 
night of July 15, except where meal has been reallocated to a State and 
the Feed Management Branch has notified the processor by wire of an ex- 
tension of the expiration date, Any extension of the expiration date 
will be furnished the State with the allocation, Any meal not so covered 
will automatically revert to the processor, 


Beginning with the July allocation, a monthly report only will be required, — 
This report should be submitted by the 20th of the month, Where supp le- 
mental allocations require issuing of additional certificates, a supple-— 
mental report shall be submitted.

The outline of procedure that follows has the approval of the War Food 
Administration and Treasury Procurement in Washington. There are eleven 
Regional Offices of Treasury Procurement throughout the country. The 
AAL igs designating a representative to work with each of the Regional 
Directcrs or Treasury Procurement. The main responsibility of this 
representative will be to assist Treasury Procurement in moving trucks. 
The AAA representative will immediately inform State AAA Committees of 
the number of trucks available for their respective states. Such lists 
witi give the total number of trucks available, the make, model, type, 
price, and other pertinent information, It will also be the responsi- 
bility of the AAA representative to coordinate the activities of AAA 
with those of Treasury Procurement in order to have an effective program 
in operation. 


- It must be recognized that it is impossible to have a program of this 
type standardized as to every detail, Therefore, the major responsi- 

bisity for proper operation of the program in each state will be vested 

in the State AAA Committee. In those states in which Treasury Procurement 

has a District Office the State Committee should have a working rela- 

tionship with such office. Such arrangements should be made through 

the regional AAA representative. 


STATE COMMITTEES : 


- The State AAA Committee, upon receipt of the list of trucks, should 
take immediate steps through County AAA Committees and County Farm

Functions of AAA's Ropresentatives Working — 
With Regional Treasury Procurenent Offices 


The AAA Regional Directors have selected one person to represent the 
States within each of the eleven Treasury Procurenent Regions for 

the purpose of assisting Treasury Procurement in the disposal of sur- 
plus Government trucks for agriculture uses, except uses by any Federal 


agency.
